' REPORT OF COMMITTER. 


(From Our Correspondent.) 
Canton, July 18. 


“The following is the yeport of the Com- 
mittee who visited the flooded districts.to 
report on the condition of the people ay 
the damage wrought : 

Six districts on the North” River, were 
soriously affected by the ‘recent -flcod, 
namely,"Sam Shui, Sz Wooi, Tsing Uen, 


Yingtak, Kuk Kong, and Yan Fa... Nam 
Hang Chow, Lok Cheung, Ue Wen, and 


Tion Chow were alsv flooded and consider- 
able damage was done. 

The Committee were afforded every pos- 
siblo facility for learning the condition of 
the flooded area during the ten days that 
they have been travelling through it. The 
officials of every grade, both civil and 
military, helped us in every way thoy conld, 
First, tho’Viceroy placed at our disposal a 
gun-boat, which towed our house-boat to 
Tsing Uen City aud there His Excellency 
Captain Goneral’ Yang. detailed o shailow 
alraft steam launch to tow it to Yingtak. In 
each city.the head officials readily, co. operas 
ted with us in gathoring information. We 
Jett blank forms as we proceeded up the 
river and collected them as we returned. 
The figures, as complete) and accurate ay 
we csn make them are given below. A 
special Wai Uen,"Mr H. Lueli Yung Nien, 
accompanied us partly as an, escort and 
partly to make investigation “of the flood- 
ed districts and report to the Viecroy. We 
were very mach aided in cack district by 
the native Christians. A student from the 
Baptist Theologicul Seminary in Canton 
has spent several days walking through one 
section of ‘Tsing Uen District for the 
purposo of learning the condition of tha 
people aud,gavo us much detailed informa. 
tion. The Wesleyan Missionaries at Shui 


“Kwan, Messrs Hutchison and Ellison gave 


us much help and some details of the flood 
in the immediate vieinity of the prefectural 
eity. ‘ 

Our first stopping Place was Sainam,” 
which is three miles east of Sam Shui 
District City. We went up on a hill back of 
the city and thence had a view of thecountry, 
for ten miles or more in every direction. 
‘Three hours were spent nt. Sam Shui, which 
we occupied with a yisit to the Commis: 
sioner of Custom and the Chinese official 
who is head of the likin station. Our routé 
thence Was up the North River. At Shek 
Kok; a market towne about twelve miles 
south of the District City we found the 
Magistrate and His Excellency Yang, who 
were there on a tonr of investiga They |s 
accompanied us to the “District City and 
there we had an hour's conference with 
them; talk with » number of native Christ. 
jaus and then proceeded up the river.

Tie most | sérious pesult’ of the flood is 
the destruction of growing crops. From 
the prefectural city of Shui Chow down 
the full length of the river, on both sides, 
extending back to the foothills which in 
somo places axe two or three miles away, 
the crops of all kinds are totally destroyed. 
In some cases- where: the river was swilt, 
the ‘growing crops together: with the soil 
wos washed away. In other plices where 
the water was ‘comparatively, still the crops 
were flooded 60° long that- they. died, in 
other places so much ailt was depecited 
that they were buried, - Only a few plants 
survived in the places ‘covered by the 
watars. 

‘Probably the next most sexious result: of 
the flood is the destruction of dykes.

Besides thirty ‘seven breaks “in “the 
main river. dykes, aggregating o “length of 
over ten thousand feet, there were: hun:

The labor and-expense of vestoring Hinse

Thére has 
also heen ‘great destruction of houschold 
‘effects, stores.of grain.and. other food 
tuff,’ Many ‘hundreds ‘of animate . used, 
fox food were swept away ‘aid’ there was 
also . considerable . toss: of water buffaloes 
that are essential in’ the salttvation of the 
Tice fields... : 

‘The loss of life was a comparatively in- 
considerable. In six districts the entire loss 
searcely reached fifty. The water rose 
so gradually that the people had time to 
escape to the hills. At present there 
are no signs of an ‘epidemic. “But it is 
almost tov. much to hope that there will be 
none, and thero is a great probability that 
many who escaped from the floods will be 
swept away by famine or by peatilence. 
Speady and suflicient outside. help: is the 
only hope of saving many tens of thousands 
who lira'in the flooded districts. 

i, Sainam whore wo ascended g hill buck 
of the'city, as for as we could seo the fields 
to the North and East were still covered 
with water, . becauss the dykes at -this 
lower place, together witt*the high water 
in the river, would not let the water “out 
which had come through the. broken dykes 
ata higher elevation ; farthor up the river. 

There was one hopeful sign here ; the 

people were busy_ropairing the broken 
dykes abore the city. a 

At Lo Pau the situation. is much wore. 
There were four breaks in the dykes with 
a. total length of at_least_four_hundred | 
yards. -Two or three hundred. yards of a 
village built on the dyke above was washed 
away with tlic dyke. The other break 
washed away thirty odd houses. The 
people barely had time to.escape, the water 
came so suddénly.. Three. hundred of 
these homeless people were living in rude 
shelters on the hillsides. Between two 
and three thousand people were daily being 
fed on a grucl of rice and sweet ‘potatoes. 
There was not tho slightest evidence that 
the people were - beginning to repair the 


damage done to, the: dykes and houses or |' 


to remove the sand covering thu rice fields. 

Leaving Tsing Uen we could see amall 
villages along the shore partially or almost, 
wholly destroyed. Many people stood 
along the shore holding empty baskets and 
sacks waiting for some one to come and to 
distribute rice.

When the eminent financiers of Japan at 
the..eel dinner at. Tokyo ‘recently had 
passed. certain resolutions they indulged, 
according to Japanese papors, in «good 
deal of jocular talk apropos of Marquis 
‘Mateugate’s share in the adoption of a gold 
standard in this country, says the ‘Kobe 
Herald.”
